The crown prince was 


silent before this abominable farce 
of Justice. 
He well knew an In- 


nocent man was being persecuted 
and was daily in danger of his life 
for doing what duty and necessity 
demanded. 


The crown prince, watching this 


shameful business silently calls the 
kaiser who perpetrated It "noble in 
the highest senst" and proudly re- 
lates after 
fifteen years that he 


himself had done "what undoubtedly 
long had been the duty of those in 
ofticial positions."

Political Life, Critic Claims.

of the Genoa conference he will find 
his political enemy, Lord Northcliffe, 
strengthened to fight him at home. 
The reason for this Is that the Brit- 
ish premier failed to stick to the 
equality proposition he enunciated in 
opening the Genoa gathering). 


. Paris, May 13.—Between 
Lloyd 


George's efforts to make Genoa an 
occasion 
to discredit Lord 
North- 


cliffe and Polncare's zeal to find the 
opportunity for torpedoing Barthou, 
chairman of the French- delegation, 
the denoa conference has drifted In a 
whirlpool of absurdities from which 
It can be saved 
only by far more 


skillful 
maneuvering than 
Lloyd 


George has exhibited to date. 


The wildest absurdity thus far has 


been France's Insistence on the Rus- 
sians giving a categorical yes or no 
reply to the document guaranteeing 
private property, the same on which 
France at first said yes, then hesi- 
tated, and then finally said no. One 
would have thought that if the Rus- 
sians had finally rejected th» docu- 
ment—they replied In a manner 
to 


leave the way open for further dis- 
cussion—they would have baen In ex- 
actly the same*position as Is France 
but France 
emphasized the ridicu- 


lousness of her position by Insisting 
that Russia approve what she her- 
self rejected. 


AT LOGGERHEADS. 


Hardly less absurd Is the ardor 


wherewith the official press of Eng- 
land continued to threaten 
the rup- 


ture 
of the entente after 
Lloyd 


George specifically had denied utter- 
ing or «ven thinking such » threat 
This It 
matched 
by the 
official 


French press which asserts'that Bar- 
thou's obliging endorsement of Lloyd 
George's denial Is purely diplomatic 
and, Indeed, criticized 
Barthou for 


saving Lloyd George's face at Wick- 
ham Steed's expense. 


It Is known hers that what Lloyd 


George really said was that If France 
actually left the conference It would 
continue without her. 
This makes 


unimportant 
whether 
he 
actually 


used any of the other words 
at- 


tributed to him. It simply means that 
England Is determined to re-open the 
world trade routes with French help, 
If possible, without It Is necessary. 


ENTENTE FORMS. 


Then the entente, which theoreti- 


cally did not exist at Genoa, got to- 
gether and framed a 
peremptory 


memorandum 
to 
Its 
theoretical 


equals, 
the Russians. This was a 


plain reversion to 
the old Supreme 


Council methods. 


The'result Is that 
Instead of the 


Russians being embarrassed It Is the 
entente that Is split and the blame 
falls upon Lloyd George Instead of 
the French simply because he did not 
stick to his erjuallty principle. 


FACING CRISIS. 


The 
British 
premier 
Is In the 


tightest place in his entire political 
career. 
Instead 
of 
discrediting 


Northcliffe he has boosted him Into a 
strong position while the very crit- 
ical blasts of the Daily Mall, 'hith- 
erto frowned upon by Britishers who 
resent criticism of their own rep- 
resentative during negotiations with 
foreign powers, are 
now applauded 


because of the belief that Lloyd 
George Is wilfully 
shattering 
the 


entente.

powers were, and arc, disposed 
to! 


grant the former, everybody rejects 
the latter, there not being a single 
government In Europe which could 
raise a state loan to furnish them. 
Add to this 
the 
stubbornness 
of 


Tchitcherln about guaraneeting prl.- 
vate property and you clearly per- 
ceive how the situation has become 
complicated. 


If must be 
confessed 
that 
the 


problem of Russia's economio recon- 
struction has been singularly exceed- 
ed at Genoa in the various 
debates 


and Intrigues which have been in- 
dulged in. This largely 
Is due 
to 


Lloyd George's nervous, flighty be- 
havior. You " know how strongly 
I 


feel that the peace of the world de- 
pends on complete harmony between 
France and England. Lloyd George's 
attitude makes this hard to achieve. 
He permits neither suggestions nor 
contradictions. He has 
committed 


himself to a formula 
of European 


reconstruction which 
makes 
ducks 


and drakes of treaties and existing 
rights and threatens the 
astounding 


paradox 
of English 
co-operation 


with Germany and Russia apart from 
former allies If, Indeed, not against 
them.

ENTENTE WEAKENED. 


The apparent friction 
between 


Lloyd George and the French dele- 
gates, backed by Polncare, has had a 
bad effect on public opinion here. In 
Grea't Britain the entente spirit al- 
ready had been shaken by the shocks 
of the Angora treaty and the French 
attitude regarding disarmament, es- 
pecially at Washington. 


We always are mindful of the past 


sufferings and losses of France and 
we are conscious of the importance 
of the Anglo-French solidarity. 


FRANCE WANTS WAR, 


But we desire to make the latter a 


nucleus of 
European 
unity domi- 


nance in chaotic Europe. While del- 
icate negotiations were In progress 
Poincare, 
quite 
unnecessarily, 
It 


seemed 
to us, 
threatened 
Isolated 


military action against Germany and 
put an affront on the British Pre- 
mier by declining to meet him and 
other signatories of the Versailles 
treaty with a view to threshing out 
the German position.

PREDICTS HORSES 


ARE COMING BACK 


Chicago, 
May • 13—Although 
the 


number of horses and mules In cities 
and towns 
decreased approximately 


38 per cent between 1910 and 1920, 
the total number In the united States 
Increased 1.9 per cent In that period, 
with an Increase of 218 per cent In 
horses and 3S.4 per cent In mules on 
Carms, according to bulletin of the 
Horse Association of America. 


"The practical elimination of the 


driving horse for business use and 
the advent 
of motor 
trucks, has 


caused the decllre In the cities," the 
bulletin stated. "It does not Indicate, 
however, that horses and mules In 
towns and cities will decrease In- 
definitely, for there are certain kinds 
of city work, such 
as short hauls, 


slow hauling through crowded dis- 
tricts, and delivery routes which In- 
volve many stops, which are most ef- 
ficiently and cheaply done by horses, 
and to which horses are being re-

8T NICK IN SAME PLACE. 


There are few concerns and fewer 


indlYlduals to be found In business 
n Decatur after a lapse of fifty-lour 
\ears. The St. Nicholas hotel is the 
only concern'that Is condJOted under 
precisely the same name, by the same 
family and In exactly the same loca- 
tion. 
In 1888 the proprietors were 


N'lcholas Laux & Brother., The broth- 
er was Charles Laux, father of Carl 
Lame who is now Interested Ir the 
hotel. 
There Is remaining no vest- 


ise of th» old building that was the 
st Nicholas hotel In 1868. 


MILLIKIN BANK. 


J. Mllllkln & Co., bankers, were in 


1368 conducting the business that is 
now known as the Mlllikln National 
Bank. 
James Slllllkin was then In 


th« beginn.ns of his 
career as a 


banker. The location of the bank, 
according to the directory, was East 
Main 
street between the 
public 


square and Water street, now occu- 
pied by ilorehouse & "Wells. 


Albert S. Conde»:, who is 
still In 


Deoatur, was then a clerk In the Mil- 
llkln bank. He has long sines Riven 
up banking. He came hers 
from 


Philadelphia In 1857 and ho took a

In the bank 
Immediately 


after It began business. O. B Gorln, 
now the head of the Milllkln bank, 
and J. A. Morris eather, the head of 
fi» National Bank of Decatur, who 
sometimes consider themselves veter- 
ans, were school boys when the 1111- 
nfMg Central Directory was published.

DRUG STORE STILL THERE. 
Roberts & Bro. were In 1888 con- 


ducting a drug store at the corner of 
Kast Mam street 
and 
th» Public 


square. That drug store ig still thsre 
and It probably occupies 
the same 


building that housed it then. The 
store now belongs to E. A. West and 
the building belongs to the Roberts 
estate, it is the 
oldest drug store 


"stand" in Decatur and no doubt its 
\aiue to this business is greatly en- 
hanced by the fact that it has been 
known as a drug store by three or 
four generations. 


The name of the First National 


Bank is prominently displayed in the 
1S68 
directory. It 
was one 
of the 


three banks of that time. Its loca- 
tion was given as the south elds of 
the New Square 
at the corner of 


Water street the location now of the 
Xatlonal Bank of Decatur. The bank 
was conducted 
by Fteese & Mans- 


field. The bank is best remembered 
by old timers for the reason that the 
cashier wore a corset and drove a 
fast hoxse. 


The bank 
became 
Insolvent and 


passed out of existence. The Decatur 
Vatlonal Bank was organized not as 
th» successor to the First National 
bank and It was regarded as Inex- 
pedient to call It the First National 
T!ank. This explains

National Bank 


NO HOUSE NUMBERS. 


There ware no house numbers In 


Decatur In 186S, or at least the loca- 
tion of none of the business houses 


was Indicated 
by a street number. 


The locatlcvn of a business house or a 
professional man was given as op- 
posite such and -such place, or near 
or next to some long prominent or 
established business as "Water street 
opposlte'the New Square," or "at the 
corner o£ tha Old Square and Bast 
Main street. 


The 
Old 
Square 
was 
Llncojn 


square laid out in the original plat 
of the city which extended no farth- 
er east than Water street. Then came 
Captain David 
L. Allen who pur- 


chased the land east of Water street, 
platted it and dedicated the square 
known now as Central park to the 
city fo,r park purposes, 


BANK AVENUE. 


Bank avenue Is a street frequently 


mentioned in this first directory of 
Decatur and Is now never known by 
that name. It Is Merchant street and 
was called Bank avenue because the 
Railroad bank was established on 
that street. The bank did not long 
endure but the Railroad Bank build- 
Ing was known by that name long 
after the bank had passed. 
It was 


occupied by the Danzelsen Meat Mar-

He reduced 
it to a certainty that the missing 
oyllrfler was not getting any spark. 
His tests showed further that the 
spark started ail right but it didn't 
arrive. He tested the 
wires 
and 


found there was no break but the 
current that should make the spark 
got lost somewhere. 


A wire led across the dash of the 


car to which it was fastened with 
an insulated staple to keep it away 
from other wires. In his tests he 
disturbed that staple

surprise found that

fired all right.

trifle worse, but It can't be a great 
deal so and survive 
Occasionally 


politics makes a real effort to be 
somewhat better than the commun- 
ity, but results, are not always en- 
couraging to the politicians 


When many in a community reach 


the point of effrontery where they 
run amuck—as lawbreakers have in 
Chicago—it is a poor analysis of the 
situation that places all the tlame 
on what Is generally understood by 
the term "politics."

One deduction generally made by 


the Democrats from the Indiana pri- 
mary Is largely correct.

"While there last week we found

beautiful than ever. 
The 


dogwood Is In bloom on the hillsides 
and the 
wild flowers, 
ferns 
anil 


green grais make ,t a paradise. Tur- 
key Run Is now a state park. There 
are 26u acres In this park and It Is 
one of the few places in the state 
where the native 
forests 
remain. 


This lard is part of 
the late John 


Lusk estate and he would never per- 
mit a tree to be cut an the place. 
As a result the state has a tract that 
Is beautifully wooded, almost every 
known variety of tree being found 
there. Some of t':e poplar trees are 
five feet In dlamet»r and there are 
many walnut trees from three ta five 
feet- through. The lumber men have 
offered great sums for these trees 
but now that thev are owned by the
